$2.50 A MONTH RISE 
IN WPA PAY SEPT. 1 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP).— 
WPA workers will receive a monthly 
average of $2.50 more pay after 
Sept. 1, but there will be about 
300,000 fewer persons on the rolls. 

Officials so intdrpreted an order 
issued yesterray by Col. F. C. Har- 
rington, WPA Cgmmissioner, estab- 
lishing 60 new wage schedules for 
five different types of employment 
in three areas. 

Harrington’s order was designed 
to put into effect requirements of 
the new relief act calling for a 
general overhauling of WPA wages 
without. changing materially the 
present national average. That aver- 
age, Harrington said, stood at about 
$53 in June. The new schedules will 
increase it to about $55.50. 

Officials said Harrington did not 
consider this to be a material in- 
crease, since it represented an ad- 
vance of only about 5 per cent from 
the old level. The total cost to the

Comptroller Louis Nolte said to-

$8 to $10 a week, according to her 
age group, supplies her own ward- 
robe and bedding and contributes 
her share of the housework and 
care of the grounds as in other 
camps where such chores are re- 
quired as part of the campers’ use- 
ful training.

Ne- 
gro Boy Scouts also go to camp 
at Irondale. But this is the first 
all-season camp set up exclusively
